II. REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE: 

Atsatt (U.S. Pat. No. 6,233,622 B1) discloses an object-oriented programming 
based adapter and handler framework for providing a generic interface between Web 
server program and computer programs external to the Web server program. The 
adapter executing in the Web server program is configured to create handlers from 
request handling class to perform the actual processing of requests from the computer 
programs external to the Web server program. However, the claimed "name collisions are 
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avoided when the first interior node handler object modifies a name of the first partial result to 
associate the first partial result with said first interior node handler object and the second interior 
node handler object modifies a name of the second partial result to associate the second partial 
result with said second interior node handler object", when taken in the context of the claims 
as whole was not uncovered in the prior art teachings. 

References were not uncovered that would have provided a basis of evidence for 
asserting a motivation that one of ordinary skill level in the art at the time the invention 
was made would have known to integrate or modify or combine an object-oriented 
programming based adapter and handler framework for providing a generic interface 
between Web server program and computer programs external to the Web server 
program with the specific features as recited in the context of independent claims 27 
and 28.
